14.— T h e “ K now -N oth in gs” 
V T INETKKN-TWENTY FOUR 
was 
the first Presidential year since 
185B when a religious issue promised 
to attract great attention in a nu 
tionnI campaign. 
As one looks back to that contest ot 
74 years ago, it mu>i seem remarkable 
that the religimi* Is^ue for the mo 
merit almost overshadowed the issue 
of slavery extension on which opinion 
hy that time had become intensified 
aud had crystallized in the formation 
of the Republican party. 
The religious issue sprang out ot 
the formation of the American party, 
outgrowth of the Order of United 
Americans, 
whose 
members 
stood 
strongly for native Americanism and 
professed hostility t<> the Roman Cath 
olie church 
The order was oath 
hound and secret, und Its members be 
came popularly known as the Know 
Nothings because of ignorance of even 
the existence of such an association 
professed hy all its members. 
At the time when It was at the 
height of Its power, Horace Greeley 
predicted it wns destined “to run Its 
career rapidly, ami vanish as sudden 
ly us it appeared. It may last through 
the next 
Presidential canvass; nut 
hardly longer than that. 
. . . 
It 
would seem us devoid of the elements 
of persistence us an anticholera or 
antipotato-rot party would he.” 
Old Horace wns right in his proph­ 
ecy, hut while the American party 
lasted it wielded considerable influ­ 
ence. It gained increments of strength 
from the dying Whig party, which whs 
moribund after the election of 1852. 
The Whig party was marked for 
death because it regarded the Compro 
tni-e of 1S5U as definitely settling the 
slavery question. 
That position was 
not satisfactory to a large group of 
Whigs, 
Abolitionists 
and 
northern 
Democrats who united iu the new Re­ 
publican party. 
The Whigs hoped that the issue ot 
native Americanism 
would, for the 
time, swallow up the issue of slavery 
but it was a vain hope, for both issues 
flourished side by side In the canvass 
in 1856. 
The 
Know Nothing 
party 
carried 
forward its principles in a platform 
that demanded denial ot public ofiice 
to any but native-born Americans; de 
manded the requirement of an Amer 
lean residence of 21 years before nut 
urulization could be granted; and at 
tacked the Democrats for removing 
from office members ot the American 
party. 
The *new [»arty presented for the 
Democrat- u challenge as definite as 
that flung into their midst four years 
ago by the klan, with Its somewhat 
similar tenets of faith. 
But on the 
issue of condemning secret orders w ith 
religious and political objects, there 
was no contest in the Democrat na 
tional convention of 1850 at Cincin 
nati such as enlivened the party gath 
ering of 1024 at Madison Square Gar 
den. The platform of 1856 came out 
with a series1 of unopposed resolutions 
declaring that since “an adverse po 
lit leal and religious test has been se 
cretly organized by a party claiming 
to be exclusively American and it is 
proper that the American Democracy 
should clearly definite Its relations 
thereto and declare its determined op 
position to all secret political socle 
ties, by whatever name they may be 
called, Resolved, that the foundation 
of the Union of states having been 
laid in, and its prosperity, expansion 
and pre-eminent example of free gov­ 
ernment built upon entire freedom In 
matters of religious concernment, and 
no respect of persons in regard to 
rank, or place, or birth, no party can 
be Justly deemed national, constitu 
tional, or in accordance with Ameri 
can principles which bases Its exclu­ 
sive organization upon religious opin 
ions and accidental birthplace. 
And 
hence a political crusade in the Nine­ 
teenth century and In the 
United 
States of America against Catholics 
and foreign horn Is neither Justified by 
the past history or future prospects of 
the country, nor In unison with the 
spirit of toleration and enlightened 
freedom which peculiarly distinguishes 
the American system of popular gov­ 
ernment." 
This is the [»lank which Senator Os­ 
car Underwood of Alabama sought In 
vain to have reincluded iu the Dem­ 
ocratic platform of 1924. 
This temporary political flurry three- 
quarters' of a century ago over religion 
and native Americanism was destined 
to be swallowed up In the great mael­ 
strom of the controversy over slavery 
and freedom, that already was begin 
ning to present the threut of secession 
and civil war.

TRAFFIC LIGHT 


Red and Green Alone Ac­ 
complish Desired Results. 


The amber traffic light, designed to 
Increase safety of pedestrians and pre­ 
vent intersection collisions, is fast be­ 
ing forced into the discard. 
While traffic experts are still at 
odds as to the value of the amber 
light 
In combination with red and 
green lights, there is a widespread 
movement to discard the “warning' 
or “get ready’’ signal because drivers 
misinterpret Its meaning. 
New York. Buffalo. Albany, and doz­ 
ens of smaller cities throughout the 
country have adopted n system of red 
and green traffic lights, omitting the 
yellow light, umi have reported their 
success. 
Most cities still use the three-color 
lights, but there is a widespread dlf 
ference in the combinations used and 
the uterpretation placed upon the cen 
ter light. 
The experts agrt^e that if the yellow 
or amber light is used mainly as a 
warning of a cliangi It should he dis- 
carded. 
There i> a tendency for truf­ 
fle to start while the yellow light is 
sliowing, which is undesirable. 
Many 
of the experts say that the red and 
green alone accomplish the desired re­ 
sult with less confusion. 
T hat there are wide differences In 
interpretation of the amber liglp s 
meaning is shown by a study Just com­ 
pleted by tHe American engineering 
council. 
Twenty-six cities using the 
three color traffic Signal interpret the 
amber as a caution s g n a l; 27 us.- it 
as a warning of change; IT to clear 
the Intersection of traflic and 11 for 
pedestrian movement. 
Eighty-five 
cities 
are 
using 
the 
three-color signal system, of which TO 
use the amber after red and green. 
Eight have recognized the undesira­ 
bility of using it after the red, and 
consequently 
use it 
only after the 
green is flashed. 
Eighteen cities use 
the amber iu combination with the 
red or green. 
The experts agree that use of tHe 
Hmber in combination with red, a- is 
the custom in Washington and sev­ 
eral other large cities, should not He 
continued. 
The amber light in such 
cases Is taken as a signal to start. 
Most of the men who have studied 
the problem see some merit In the use 
of amber with the green light, be 
cause it should bring moving traffic 
to a halt In preparation for a change. 
The exponents of the two-coior sys­ 
tem, red and green only, say that the 
desired result eon be obtained without 
the amber light. 
Three cities have Inaugurated sys­ 
tems of only red and green lights, but 
provide a period of darkness to clear 
the intersection for the change. 
Nine 
have overlappeu the red and green iu 
ail directions. 
Working on the Information that 
persons who are to some extent color­ 
blind constitute o per cent of the pop­ 
ulation, ttie bureau of standards has 
selected colors, which are disinguish- 
able to most If not all persons having 
defective color vision.

F or this, the one tim e suprem e dic­ 
ta to r of barnyard society m ust 
lay 
the blame on fairly recent scientific 
discovery. 
Like the 
m usician 
who 
sees his livelihood threatened by Vi- 
taphone and Movietone, the ex-sultan 
of chickendom now finds himself in a 
very precarious position. 
My inves­ 
tigations on 
my experim ental farm 
prove to me th a t all roosters should j 
be removed from the flock as soon as 
the breeding season 
is 
over. 
They 
should then be com fortably housed or 
sent to the butcher. 
I am convinced 
th a t fully $50,000,000 is lost 
every 
year by poultry raisers who, through 
carelessnes or because they do 
not 
know any better, allow roosters 
to 
run w ith the flock out 
of 
breeding 
season. 
The ro o ster’s p a rt in poultry ra is ­ 
ing is m erely to fertilize the eggs in­ 
tended for hatching. 
Hens will 
lay 
just as well w ith no male birds p re s­ 
ent, as when they are. Some poultry- 
men contend they lay 
even 
b etter 
w ithout m ale birds. 
F urtherm ore, an 
infertile egg 
will keep much longer 
than a fertile one. 


The fertilization of 
eggs 
causes 
them to spoil much more quickly than 
they would if not fertilizied, especial­ 
ly in hot w eather. 
H eat causes 
the 
germ in the egg to grow and as soon 
as such grow th sta rts, the egg is 
no 
longer fit for use as food. 
On 
the 
other hand, I have fully d e m o n stra t­ 
ed the keeping qualities of infertile 
eggs by keeping them in incubators 
for vary in g lengths of time. 
I have 
tested such eggs afte r the tenth day 
of incubation and found them still 
o m paratively fresh. 
Had they been 
fertile, they would have been 
corn- 
letely spoiled a fte r two or three days 
in the incubator. 
In warm w eather 
fertile 
eggs 
will 
spoil 
alm ost as 
quickly as they wall in an incubator 
or under a settin g hen unless 
they 
are kept in a cool, dry place. 


E g g s should be gathered twice 
a 
day in hot w eather and m arketed at 
least twice a week. 
N ests should be 
kept in a clean dry place and the litter 
in them should be frequently renew­ 
ed to insure cleanliness and help to 
keep down vermin. 
Small, soiled and 
deform ed eggs or those th a t are off 
color should be kept 
for 
home use. 
E ggs of good color, uniform size and, 
above all, those th a t are not fertile, 
com mand the best prices. 


So m any 
of 
the 
stations where 
eggs are bought now conduct 
tests 
for fertility th a t 
their 
sale is the 
more reason 
for 
seg reg atin g 
or 
butchering the rooster as soon as his 
period of usefulness is over. 
As soon 
as one breeding season is over, th e re ­ 
fore, all male birds should be put in 
com fortable pens to them selves 
or 
should 
he 
m arketed 
for table use. 
Any poultrym an who is not already 
practicing this plan of handling the 
male birds of his flock is losing m on­ 
ey through his old-fashioned m ethods 
and will be well repaid for adopting 
more up-to-date practices.

H 
AVE you ever heard that 
the 
World war co<t $338,000,000,000? 
What does $33S,uoo,000,000 mean to 
you, even if you have heard that was 
the cost? 
Many Insurmountable difficulties, of 
course, arise when one seeks to esti­ 
mate the cost of any war, to say noth­ 
ing of such a holocaust as the World 
war. 
The value of devastated lands 
and destroyed capital can only be es­ 
timated. 
There is no way of definitely

During the war there was a tremen­ 
dous increase in the amount of money 
in the different countries. 
This un­ 
doubtedly resulted in the rapidly ris 
ing prices, the burden of which was 
reflected in the world-wide expression, 
“The high cost of living.” 
Prices in 
1919 were more than double those of 
1913, arid are still some 60 per cent 
higher. 
All those who have had to 
buy at the Increased price level but 
have not received a proportionate In­ 
crease In income are bearing a cost of 
the war. 
Some 15,000,000 men, the best men, 
were killed or totally Incapacitated. 
What their Inventive genius or phys­ 
ical stamina would have given to the 
world, no one can say. 
The direct costs of the World war, 
s'omewhat accurately estimated, have 
been placed at more than $186.000,000,- 
000; such Indirect costs as one dares 
to attempt to estimate have been reck­ 
oned at $152,000,000.000, or a total of 
$338,000,000,000. 
That the costs of the World war did 
not stop with the war is illustrated by 
the present expenditure of the United 
States. 
In the estimate of expendi­ 
tures for 1928. the veterans’ bureau is 
allowed a sum of $400,000,000, while 
vocational education Is allowed $7,700.- 
000.

Red and Green Alone Ac­ 
complish Desired Results. 


The amber traffic light, designed to 
Increase safety of pedestrians and pre­ 
vent intersection collisions, 1s fast be­ 
ing forced Into 11»«* discard. 
While trattlc experts are still at 
odds as to the value of the amber 
light In combination with red nnd 
green lights, there Is a widespread 
movement to discard the “warning* 
or “got ready” signal because drivers 
misinterpret Its meaning.

Uiow any better, allow roosters 
to 
run with the flock out

breeding 
season. 
The rooster’s part in poultry rais­ 
ing is merely to fertilize the eggs in­ 
tended for hatching. 
Hens will 
lay 
just as well with no male birds pres­ 
ent, as when they are. Some poultry- 
men content! they lay 
even 
better 
without male birds. 
Furthermore, an 
infertile egg 
will keep much longer 
than a fertile one. 
The fertilization of 
eggs 
causes 
them to spoil much more «(uickly than 
they would if not fertilizied, especial­ 
ly in hot weather. 
Heat causes 
the 
germ in the egg to grow and as soon 
as such growth starts, the egg is 
no 
longer fit for use as food. 
On 
the 
other hand, I have fully dem onstrat­ 
ed the keeping qualities of infertile 
eggs by keeping them in incubators 
for varying lengths of time. 
I have 
tested such eggs after the tenth day 
of incubation and found them still 
comparatively fresh. 
Had they been 
fertile, they would have been 
com- 
letely spoiled after two or three days 
in the incubator. 
In warm weather 
fertile 
eggs 
will 
spoil 
almost as 
luickly as they will in an incubator 
or under a setting hen unless 
they 
are kept in a cool, dry place. 
Eggs should be gathered twice 
a 
ay in hot weather and marketed at 
l«*ast twice a week. 
Nests should be 
kept in a clean dry place and the litter 
n them should be frequently renew­ 
ed to insure cleanliness and help to 
keep down vermin. 
Small, soiled and 
deformed eggs or those that are off 
color should be kept 
for 
home use. 
Eggs of g«»od color, uniform size and, 
above all, those that are not fertile, 
command the best prices. 
So many 
of 
the 
stations where 
eggs are bought now conduct 
tests 
for fertility that 
their 
sale is the 
more reason 
for 
segregating 
or 
butchering the rooster as soon as his 
period of usefulness is over. 
As soon 
as one breeding season is over, there 
fore, all male birds should be put in 
comfortable pens to themselves 
or 
hould 
be 
marketed 
for table use. 
Any poultry man who is not already 
practicing this plan of handling the 
male birds of his flock is losing mon­ 
ey through his old-fashioned methods 
and will be well repaid for adopting 
more up-to-date practices.

be out in the sunshine and have ac

According 
to County Agent Julian, the following 
suggestions may be of help in rnising 
and developing healthy chicks: 
Chicks that get out into the sun 
shine do not take leg weakness 
or! 


rickets. 
Ten to fifteen minutes 
of j 
sunshine per day, if no more, has 
a 
wonderful effect upon the chicks. 
Chicks that know where the source 
of heat is (they have to be taught 
this) seldom become 
chilled, 
even 
though they arc allowed to run out on 
the range 
in

of the brooder 


house. 
In warm, rainy weather
